The speaker declared that de-| 
spite the great development along 
the line of wireless, the use of} 
cables for overseas communica- 
tion would continue, due to the 
uncertainty of atmospheric condi- 
tions, which at times hampers sat- 
isfactory wireless transmission, 
and due to the lack of privacy in 
such communication. 

In closing, the speaker declared 
that no country in the world has 
made as great progress along 
telegraphic lines as the United 
States and urged upon his hearers 
the value of the telegraph in busi- 
ness.
